THREE ARRESTS. 


THE POLICE TAKE DECIDED ACTION IN THE 
EASTON AVENUE MYSTERY. 


The Masserangsand Ernest Doepke, the Con- 
tractor, Taken Into Custedy—-An Ex- 
amination of the Parties by the Coroner— 
The Saloon-Keeper Makes a Statement— 
Mrs. Masserang Hysterical—The Inquest 
Pestponed Until To-Morrow. 


At the request of Coroner Nidelet the police 
to-day arrested Joe Masserang and his wife at 
their place, No. 3838 Easton avenee, and Ernst 
Doepke at his house on Seventeenth and Carr 
Streets. The prisoners are held to await the 
developments of an inquest which will be held 
on the bones found in a vault in the rear 
of Masserang's saloon. The police have been 
working on the case for nearly two weeks but 
have attained very unsatisfactory results. 
While the facts lead to very definite conciu- 
Bio they cannot be established in a court ot 
law with the evidence at hand. There is little 
doubt that a murder has been committed and 
a robbery and that the victim is August Entz, 
whose bones and clothing were found in 
Masserdnz's vault. The best evidence so far 
obtained is that coutained in Mrs. Huber’s 
affidavit concerning a conversation with Mrs. 
Masserang, who she ciaims told her last 
December that she and her husband had on 
the previous night taken a drunken man out 
of the saloon-and put him on the floor of the 
Vault tosleep at closing time. 

When Mr. and Mrs. Masserang were taken to 
the Four Courts this morning'they were taken 
to Coroner Nidelet’s private office by Sergt. 
Keeble. Messerang was then taken to the 
office of Chief of Police, but was again re- 
turned tothe Coroner's charge. Masserang 
and his wife were questioned at great length 
by Coroner Nidelet and Sergt. Keeble, but no 
damaging admissions. were obtained. Ap- 
parently greatly to his surprise. 

ERNST DOEPKE, THE CONTRACTOR 
who cleaned out the vauit, was arrested this 
morningand locked up atthe Four Courts.

MES. MASSERANG 
was confined in a cell atthe end of the hold- 
over, but was so overcome with grief that she 
could not or would not answer any question 
addressed to her. Her cries filled the corridor 
and interrupted her husband's conversation. 

The iacts.so far discovered scarcely warrant 
any further proceeding against the parties, as 
the identification of the deud man cannot be 
established in court. An inquest will de held 
at II o’clock to-morrow morning.

THE IRISH DELEGATES. 


ABRIVAL OF MESSRS. O'BRIEN, DEASY AND 
REDMOND IN NEW YORK. 


Received by the Committee—The Welcome— 
Mr. O’Brien Talks About Home, Rule 
and Coercion—Churchill Responsible for 
the Belfast Troubles, 


New Tonk, August 16.—The Irish delegates 
to the Chicago Irish National League Conven- 
tion, Messrs. O'Brien, Deasy and Redmond, 
arrived from Europe on the steamer Servia 
this morning, The Servia was sighted off 
Sandy Hook at 3a.m., but could not cross 
the Bar on account of the low tide 
until after 5 o’clock. The news of 
the steamer’s arrival was received 
at the barge office shortly before 
5 o’clock. Gen. Kerwin, M. D. Gallagher, 
Rev. George W. Pepper, Dr. T. O'Reilly, Ed- 
ward Rowe, Rev. Fr. McKenna, P. J. Bren- 
nan and Michael Dwyer were the only.mem- 
bers of the Reception Commistee on hand 
owiag to the early hour of the morning. They 
went on board of Commodore Surin’s fast 
steamboat, the Sam Sloan, accompanied by 
the reporters. The Sam Sloan steamed 
rapidly down the harbor to Quarantine 


Station. The Servia got under way shortly 
after5o’clock and crossing the bar, slowly 
steamed up to Quarantine Station. The Sloan 
put out from the station and drew alongside 
the huge OCunarder. Gen. Kerwin mounted 
the steps of the companion ladder of the 
Servia, followed by the committee and the 
reporters. The delegates were not on deck. 
They had awakened afew minutes earlier and 
soon emerged trom their state-rooms and 
came on deck. A general hand-shaking en- 
sued, and then the distinguished visitors were 
taken on board the Sam Sloan with their bag 
gage and the boat headed for this city. 

Gen. Kerwin then stepped forward and in- 
troduced, in a few well chosen words, the 
Rev. Geo. W. Pepper, who delivered a short 
speech of welcome. Mr. Win. O'Brien re- 
sponded for bis colleagues. He said: Gen- 
tlemen of the committee, for my friends and 
for myself, 1 will say that we are delighted to 
receive such a welcome and are not surprised 
at the warm greeting. It is nothing more than 
would be expected irom the well 
known hospitality of the American people. 
Never were our prospects so bright 
in the fight we are engaged in. We ask youto 
continue your support, for it is a fight for life. 
We will continue the movement as lung as 
England retuses to grant home rule. Mr. 
O’Brien said he was much pleased with his 
reception on American soil, and thanked the 
committee on the part of Charies Stewart Par- 
nell, whose unworthy embassadors they 
were. He referred in flattering terms 
to his codelegates, Messrs. Redmond 
and Deasy. Mr. John Redmond. re- 
marked that, after the eloquent words 
of his friend, it was not necessary to 
say much. ‘‘laminclined to believe, con- 
tinued Mr. Redmond, ‘‘that an Irish poli- 
tician's education has not been completed un- 
til he has lived in America. The words of en- 
couragement from your people have echoed 
acrogs the ocean and revived hope at home. 
The prospect was never brighter before, nor 
was encouragement from this side ever more 
needed. The present opportunity must not be 
fooledaway. Weare determined to fight the 
battle until victory rests on our brows.’’

On Saturday a party of Kansas men, dele- 
gates from the Kansas Grain Shippers’ Associ- 
ation, which has just concluded a session at 
Beloit, were in the city and called ‘upon 
Trafic Manager Newman of the Missouri 
Pacific. The delegation consisted of

Baker. . are all promment grain men in 
Kansas, and well to do. The nature of 
their conference with Newman could not be 
learned, but grain men who knew of their 
presence came to the conclusion that they 
were trying to * such a rate 
with the Missou Pacific as would 
allowthem to ship the entire grain crop of 
Kans6« into St. Louis. How this understana- 


ing was arrived at it is impossible 
to gay. Mr. Newman refused to 
te their mission; the members 
of delegation were oyster-like inthe firm 


shatting of their lips against revelation; and 
they did not ask, in any way, the co-operation 
of local merchants in securing favorable con- 
sideration for any plan they may have 
pro ed tothe railroad official.

Wewantto do all we can to 
increase the prominence of St. Louis as a grain 
market.’’ 

‘*Suppose a variable rate such as Reynolds 
Brothers of Toledo have on the Wabash, 
could be obtuined on the Missouri Pacific to 
St. Louis?“ 

It would be the greatest thing tor this mar- 
ket that ever occurred. h St. Louis merchants 
could obtain such a rate—’’ and failing in 
words to express himself, Mr Cobb fell to de- 
vouring the fanthat had been agitating the 
hot air for some moments. 

That Reynolds rate, he said at length, 
„eis something I never could understand. I 
was the first man whotried to work up busli- 
ness in Kansas when the State was first opened 
up by the railroads. I have as large a 
Kansas acquaintance as any man in the busi- 
ness, but when I find one of Reynolds’ buyers 
ina district, I get out. I can't do busi- 
ness in competition with him. What-

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT RATES. 


The Railway Ufficials Deny the Cut on Trunk

NO COMPENSATION, 


The Transfer Railroad Tracks May Cross 
the Iron Mountain Free of Cost. 


J. B. Moulton, Jerome Hill and Nelson W. 
Cameron, Commissioners appointed by the 
court to report in the case of the 
Transfer Railway crossings of the 
Iron Mountain tracks in the South 
and, filed their report this afternoon. 


On Rutger street the Commissioners find that 
the railroad crossing to connect the track of 
the Transfer Road with the levee track of the 
Iron Mountain Road on the wharf near the 
foot of Rutger street should be placed within 
ten feet of either the north or south 
lines of the street in such manner 
that no part of the crossing or lead 
bars shall be opposite the end of the street. 
On Almond street the tracks shouid be placed 
within ten feet of the street produced east- 
wardly toward the river but not to be opposite 
the eastern end of the street. On Trudeau 
street the crossing should be placed on the 
public wharf between 250 and 300 feet 
south of the south line of Tru- 
deau street. This crossing applies 
only to the west track of the transfer road 
The east track shouid occupy the wiid track 
portion of the wharf for about 250 feet. 

The Commissioners find that tne making of 
the crossings shall be at the east of the Trans- 
fer Company and tor their use by 
the company they shall maintain 
and keep them in order as long 
us this comyany shall use them and there 
shall be no unnecessary interruption in the 
movements of [Iron Mountain trains during 
the construction. 

The Commissioners do not find sufficient 
cause toimpose upon the Transfer Company 
the payment of money or to make any other 
consideration to the lron Mountain Compan 
for crossing their tracks or for using suc 
crossing.

A HOT WIND SENDS THE MERCURY UP 


ABOVE 100.

Highest Signal Service Reading Since 1881 


Hottest Day of the Year by Big Odds— 


Unusval Dryness of the Air— The 
Weather Elsewhere. 


Why to-day was the hottest of the year was 
not easily understood by the average man. 
He drank buckets of beer or pails 
of water and still wanted more, but yet there 
was not as much perspiration as on plenty of 
other days this year. He was still more mysti- 
fied when, he joined the crowd around the 
street thermometers and saw the mercury 
was away over 100. Everybody else seemed to 
be able to talk of nothing but the weather. 
And yet all the time his face seemed to 
be burning up with the waves 
of heat that rose from the street and made the 
air quiver like the trembling atmosphere 
above a fire. He watched with a puzzied 
look the street arab pick his way 
across the heated pavements like a martyr 


trying to find a cool spot in a fiery furnace. 
And all the time it was growing hot. The 
mystery could have been explained if he had 
stepped vp to the Custom-bouse dome and 
asked the weather man. He would have 
found there away up in that lofty place that 
the readings were almost like those on the 
street below, a thing that rarely occurs 
in hot weather. He woul also 
have discovered that the singular thing 
of to-day's heat is the hot, dry wind that 
carries off the.perspiration as fast as it pours 
from the skin. This would have been proved 
by a look atthe official record, for whereas at 
2 p. m. yesterday the humidity was 52 
to-day at the same time it was but 32, showing 
that the air was 20 points drier. 

But ail the same this has been a scorch- 
er, and has only been eclipsed 
in August records by the 101 
deg. of 1880 and the 106.4 of 1881, the hot year. 
This morning at6a.m., asthe bulletin else- 
where shows St. Louis was next to the hottest 
1 in the country. Pensacola had 

; but St. Louis and Galves- 
ton were = on 82. This was 
all of of 1.6 deg. from the heat at 2 a. m., when 
humanity generally gets its best sleep. This 
record tor the night showed about 
what it * would be when the 
sun came up. The mercury waved 
a careless hand at the 82 mark and proceeded 
to take a bulloon voyage. Four hours later 
it was 92.4, and as the noon came on 
toyed with the 101 mark. This it 
reached between 12 and |, but still it was loth 
to leave the strange place and nestied around 
the unusual height so constantly that at 
3 F m. it was 99.8.

When he went about on the urst reach the 
Nethla seemed to have a bad fit of fever and 
ague.

The Nethla crept up on the leader 
down below Fort Wadsworth and soop showed 
infront. Sloops, cat boats, jib and mainsail 
beats, and Barnegat sneak boxes made a des- 

perate effort to keep abreast, but it was a 
canoe day, and they were soon buil down to 
leeward. 

Part of the fleet put in at a little creek about 
three miles below tie fort and jofhed Mr. and 
Mrs. W.A. Rogers, who were giving their 
three children a day in sand and surf. A red 
and white striped tent and ali sorts of camp- 
ing things were found stowed away under the 
Lassie s hatches. Ina few minutes the tent 
was up, 

A FIRE WAS BURNING 
briskly on the beach, and preparations were 
being made for luncheon. e rest of the 
party sailed down toa hotel a mile furtuer 
along the beach. While the beach 
party was at luncheon the canoe Walpus came 
down the buy ina windward thrash with a big 
coasting schooner. The Walpus could not 
blanket the schooner, but she broke tacks 
with her and gotaway to windward. The en- 
tire party started home on the flood tide at § 
o’clock. The Nethla, the Psyche, and tie 
Kittiwake got about two miles ofa start while 


the beach party was 8 the surf. 
The Lassie, the Sea Urchin and the 
Walpus n fine run up the 


y side, They reached 
the club- house only about ten minutes behind 
the leaders. Mr. Baden-Posell was much 

leased witb the performance of the canoes. 

e thought them very fast. Mr. Stewart also 
thought them ftast when he tried the Nethla 
last week. Hesaidthat he had never sailed 
faster in a canoe than in that one. He thought 
the Nethia siow in stays.

She carries 
ninety-two square feet of sail, with less than 
seventy-five poundsof baliast. She has two 
centre boards and a deck tiller. In light airs 
she carries a big spanker.

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KNIGHTS’ CONVENTION. 


GRAND MASTER POWDERLY TALKS VERY 
SENSIBLY ABOUT ITS OBJECTS. 


The Anarchista Net Wanted Among the 
Knights of Labor—Proposed Legislation— 
The Knights Not Creatures of Any Party— 
Judicious Use of the Ballot—Boycotts and 
Strikes. 


New Tonk, August 16.—The Herald this 
morning prints a two-coluamn interview with 
Mr. Powderly upon the coming convention of 
the Knights of Labor to be held at Richmond. 
Mr. Powderly says: It willbe an American 
Congress in all the word implies, for while our 
countries have artificial boundaries which 
separate them from each other, in our organi- 
zation there are no barriers between nations 
or nationalities. The convention will be de- 
eidedly representative. Every man wili speak 
directly for his own constituency and every 
woman too, who has aright to do so. Men 
who belong to other labor organizations—not 
trades” union, but organizations ofa socialistic 
or anarchist tendency—have declared that 
they will make the Knights of Labor the field 
of their operations. I shall goto the conven- 
tion at Richmond fully determined that no 
member of any other organization shall have 
a voice in shapi .g or influencing the actions of 
the order. Anarchism will not be tolerated 
and can have no influence in our order. 

THE ANARCHIST CRANKS 

of this country were very anxious to have a 
general strike for the eight-hour system on 
the first of last May. They desired that every 
industrial center of this country should have 
a strike so that, if pos üble, they might take 
advantage of the excitement and perform 
work of destruction. To show h w insig- 
nificant an influence the anarchists ex- 
ert in our’ organization, i need but to 


refertoacircular which 1 issued the 15th of 
last March. In one part of that circular I gave 
an advice—only an advice—to our members 
hat inasmuch as the General Assembly of the 
Knights of Labor had never recommended the 
jst ot May as the day on which to inaugurate 
the eight-hour system, our members should 
take no partin the demonstration. A grander 
spectacle Was never presented to the world 
than the admirable manner in which the or- 
ganization acted in that ordeal. While ene- 
mies of the Knights of Labor, critics and fault 
finders have endeavored to lay the blame of 
the Ist Oft May or these anarchist troubles on 
our organization, they bave not a shadow 
of foundation on which to dase their 
assertions. When that advice of mine went 
long the line of the Knights, every man stood 
firm. Our critics have said that our organiza- 
tion was without discipline, but the illustra- 
tion I have given proves the contrary to be 
true. No, the anarchists never can have any 
infuencein ourorganization. Anarchy means 
destruction of law and order, the breaking of 
social ties and fabric. Our organization aims 
at 
MAINT .IAJING LAW AND ORDER, 

and believes in substituting good laws for bad 
ones, and establishing more firmly the social 
and political ties which bind our people to 
each other.“ 

Mr. Powderiy then said that he thought it 
would be necessary for the convention to take 
definite action in regard to strikes. 

At the Cleveland convention we placed a 
check on boycotts so much so that they have 
not occurred since. No sooner did our order 
place its strong hand on the strike and boy- 
cottthan the employers of labor began to 
strike and boycott. Over two hundred lock 
outs have occurred since the employers got 
the idea that members of our organization 
could not strike without violating the laws of 
the order. I have always opposed strikes; I 
Always will, except as a last resort; but the 
action of the employers of labor since the 
Cleveland convention has made it absolutely 
necessary forus to take some action to pro- 
tect ourown members. Whatever legislation 
is enacted will be judiciousand wellreculated. 
whether it relates to the strike or the boycott. 
The peaceful words of the committee will 
consist in effecting such legislation as will 
bring the industrial people in closer relation- 

ship, and as will gather local assemblies thut 
are now isoiated together under State jurisdic- 
tion—such legislation as will bring the trades 
together and nearer to those who are not 
fortunate enough to have learned trades. Our 
insurance laws will undergo an entire revi- 


Sion. A committee on revision of our 
laws and constitution are now in ses 
sion at Philadelphia. They have 
not as vet perfected the plan 


which they will present to the General Assem- 
biyat Richmond. There are a number of 
changes to be made in several parts of the 
law which relate only to detail. There will be 
some changes made in the laws by which the 
general officers are governed. 

JUVICIOUS USE OF THE BALLOT. 

Mr. Powderly was then asked if his organiza- 
tion placed more reliance in boycotts and 
strikes than it did inthe ballot. His reply 
was: ‘‘No; it does not. It beliewes in the 
judicious use of the ballot, and discussions 
which take place in our assemblies 
concerning the laws of the country are 
fn the direction of teaching the 
citizens their duty. The employes of parties or 
men are not discussed. The merits of John 
Jones as candidate of one party or another 
will not be discussed in our Assembly, but the 
laws to be enacted by John Jones, whether 
elected as Republican Democrat or otherwise, 
furnish tood for discussion. The parties of 
the present day or on triai. The million of 
men who are in the Knights of Labor are to- 
Cay studying the scienee of government. 
They in turn will be teachers of other 
willions, and, if the parties of to- 
cay do not i heed the handwriting 
on the wall and make American laws for the 
American people, the, millions so instructed 
can form a party that wili dose. There never 
will be a political party called the Knights of 

r, but members of the Knights of Labor, 
in such acontingency as 1 have hinted at, may, 
one day, co-operate with other thinking men 
in forming a party that will keep the country 
straight in the lines marked out for it by the 
founders of the Republic.’’

ACTIVE PREPARATION IN ALL DEPART 
MENTS FOR THE COMING SEASON. 


New Arrangements for Lighting the Floors 
of the Exposition—The Machinery Ex- 
hibit—Plans to Accommodate the Rush of 
Visitors During Conclave Week—The 
Fiambeaux at the Music Hall—Work at 
Headquarters. 


Superintendeat Johnston received this morn- 
ing applications for space in the coming Ex- 
position from a machinery firm in Dayton, O., 
and ascale house in Davenport, Io. 

»The machinery department, said Mr. 
Johnston this morning. will be about the same 
as last year but there will be a greater num- 
der of displays. Up-staire it is just the re- 
verse. There will be fewer displays but 
more space to each. We could not deny a lit- 
tle extra space to those exhibitors who wanted 
to make elaborate displays, and 80, as they 
sproad over territory they did not occupy de- 
fore, the number of exhibits will be cut down. 
We will have quite a variety of engines to fur- 
nish us power this year. We will have three 
large drivers, one engine running the fifty-five 
arc lights, four on the incandescent lights 
and one small high-speed engine running 


aspecial display of incandescent lights to be 
made by one firm in the basement. The 
Edison Compapy will also make a unique 
electric light display, as I understand. 

LIGHTING THE HALI8. 
„We are arranging the incandescent lights 
around the building in a new way. If allowed 
to hang down the center of each nave as they 
hung last year, they would come directly over 
the cases and the cases themselves would 
not be half-lighted. So we have bung the 
clusters down either aisie of the nave and 
lowered them below the tops of the show- 
cases. Wherethere is a display on topofa 
showcase as there was on many of them last 
year, it will be illuminated by the arc lights 
above. 

PRIVATE ENTERTAINMENT. 

The subcommittee of the Joint Advertising 
Committee on Fall Festivities met at the Ex- 
position on Saturday evening to hear a report 
of the progress ofthe work. The distribution 
of the advertisin matter throughout the 
country is well nigh completed, and 
the result is shown dy the large 
daily mail arriving from all points seeking 
information of hotel and boarding-house ac- 
commodation for parties of prospective 
visitors. There is no question that an 
enormous crowd will pour into this city 
during the Knights Templar triennial con- 
clave, the third week in September, and again 
during Fair week, early in October. The next 
vestion is to provide measures to meet the 
emand for boarding and sleeping the thou- 
sands who will be attracted here by the con- 
clave. The Knights Templar Committee has 
done its share of the work for the visiting 
Templars who will take possession of every 
hotel and steamboat and who will likewise be 
entertained in large numbers at private 
houses throughout the city. 

So far so 3 for the Templars, but theonly 
avenues of information for the general public 
during that week will be the visitors’ bureaus, 
the one established by the merchants and 
manufacturers, under the auspices of the 
oint committee at the Wabash ticket office, 

roadway aud Olive street, and the Knights 
Templar Bureau of Information. In past 
seasons householders have not responded in 
very large numbers to the calls madee@fpon 
them to register at the visitors’ bureau the 
name and location looking tothe temporary 
accommodation of visitors under their roof.

tion in 2 their spare rooms at the dis- 
posal of the leading business houses for the 
accommodation of their customers. A card 
of introduction from the house would accom- 
pany the party seeking the accommodation. 

THE DAILY PROGRAMMES. 

The Joint Committee desires it to be under- 
stood by all business houses that the dail 
programme folder can be obtained gratui- 
tously on application at the committee's head 
quarters, Exposition Building, any day dur- 
ing the present week and the week following. 
These programmes contain valuable inf rma- 
tion for visitors and can be forwarded with- 
ont extra cost in the reguiar daily 
correspondence. Early applieation should be 
made forthe remaining number. A staff of 
young ladies is kept regularly employed at 
headguarters folding and mailing the adver- 
tising literature. he railroad companies’ 
managers have rendered every facility for the 
distribution of the matter at all points con- 
tiguous to the lines of road, and it would ap- 
pear that no place of any importance bas been 
overlooked.

HYDE’S HENCHMAN. 


The Post-Office Robbed of a Valuable Ser- 
vant to Make Place for a Democrat. 


All his pretensions to a love for civil service 
reform or even a decent respect for 
the merit system in office holding, 
have been belied by the Government officials 
in St. Louis. Little was expected of Surveyor 
Lancaster, but something was hoped from 
Postmaster Hyde, especially, since in one or 
two instances he had given indications 


that he had heard of some such thing as civil 
service rules. About ten days ago on the 
death of Chas. Bremer, promotion oc- 
curred along the entire une and only a 
eub-carrier was taken on to fill the 
resulting vacancy. This was heralded as an 
evidence of Postmaster Hyde's freedom froin 
the clutch of the ward politician, and a general 
congratulation was mutually extended by the 
lovers of good government. 

But all these signs have failed, and Postmas- 
ter Hyde stands out in the horizon like a good- 
sized political tool with a big T. He has lent 
himself to a removal that has in it nothin 
but the elements of subserviency to politica 
dictation and a disregard of the public’s 
needs. When, last Saturday night, Postmas- 
ter Hyde dismissed Mr. E. A. Becker, Inspect- 
or of Carriers, and replaced him by W. R. 
Belt, he gave a sla at good 
public service, but when he made this 
dismissal on only ten minutes’ notice ne cast 
a contempti>ic and unwarranted reflection 
upon ten years’ of as excellent service as hag 
ever been rendered by a Government em- 

loye. Mr. Becker has carried into 
iis labors of the past decade a realization of 
the fact that the postoffice stands the nearest 
of all public departments to the people, 
and has fnifilied all bis duties 
in an unpartisan spirit and with signal 
ability. But such a record cannot after all be 
rebuked by a dismissal that is followed by an 
appointment, which ia nothing but arewer 
for political work. When W. K. 
Belt Was raised to Mr. Becker's 
responsibie place, Mr. Hyde knew very well 
that he had had but seven montis’ experience 
in the postal service, but this consideration of 
course would have no weight with one who 
believes that the public must suffer, but 
friends must be rewarded.

SENSATION AT ‘‘BUCKINGHAM,.” 


Billy Flynn of Hot Springs Notoriety Fires 
into a Throug of Dancers. 


CuicaGo, August 16.—The visitors to the 
Buckingham, adisreputable resort on Third 
Avenue, were treated toa scene not on the 
usual programme about 12:30 this morning. 
The place was crowded, and while dancing 
was in progress, a man sitting in the gallery 
suddenly drew a revolver and fired a shot into 
the throng of dancersbeneath.

CHICAGO, Angust 16.—Officers from Lansing- 
burg, N. I., are in the city with requisition 
papers for Thomas P. Kline alias Thomas Sut-

GALVESTON’S GALL 


THE CITY BY THE BEACH PRESUMED TO 
ENTERTAIN A CROWD. 


* 


The Crowd Came and Justly Criticised—Mili- 
tary and Political Gatherings at the Sea- 
gide—A Fashionable Resort with no Provis- 
ion for the Inner Man—Society in the South 
—Surf-Bathing to Perfection. 


Special Correspondence of the PostT-DISPATCH. 

GALVESTON, August 13.—Galveston is just ro- 
covering from a dual excitement, a State con- 
vention and military encampment, attractions 
ot no mean order for a city thrice its size. It 
cannot be said that she bore her hon- 
ors suecesstully, however, or that she 
entertained her guests handsomely. In 
the latter regard she undertook more 
than she could accomplish and thousands of 
visitors have left the beach vowing that they 
will never go there again. The plea will be 
made that with 21,000 v'sitors she was taxed 
beyond ber capacity, but it may be urged on 
the other hand that her guests were invited 


to come under false pretenses, and 
that no special’ effort was made 
on the part of the citizens 


to accommodate the rush. Nor were any spe- 
cial precautions taken to protect visitors 
against extortion on the part of hotel keepers 
and hackmen. The military attraction had 
been extensively advertised throughout the 
South, and a special round-trip rate of 


$5 had been made from all remote 
points of the State, which served to 
crowd all the incoming trains. The 


express trains from the North took on extra 


sleepers at every leading station and came 
groaning into the depot laden down with ex- 
cursiovists at all hours of the day and night. 
Tnere wefe no hacks or omnibuses to receive 
them, tor everything on wheels was brought 


into service for conveying visitors to 
the camp at half a dollar a 
head, while hackmen modestly 


demanded $5 for a run ofumile and a hal to 
the tents by the sea. Each train unloaded 
from 1,500 to 2,000 visitors upon the streets 
with 
NO AVAILABLE FACILITIES 
of information and no _ provision for 
their care or comfort. The word 
‘‘welcome’’ upon a handsome arch erected 
across the street leading from the depot was 
regarded as a piece of surcasm, and the visit- 
ors, with agrim smile, shouldered thir grip- 
sacks and piled into the street cars which 
make acircuit of the island and stop at the 
beach in front of the hotel and bathing pa 
vilions. 
Galveston’s beach is the glory of the Guif 
Coast; indeed there is nothing like it to be 
found on any coast. Asuperb marine drive 
of twenty-five miles over u broad stretch of 
firm sand skirting the waves which break 
gently at the feet of pedestrians who prom- 
enade the city front for two or 
three miles, imbibing the fresh salt 
breeze. Nature has done a great deal 
for the fashionable sea side resort of Texas, 
and the beach is a place of great possibilities. 
The present season has shown that the tem- 
perature compares favorably withany Eastern 
watering place, while the bathing is 
conceded to be the safest and most 
enjoyable on the American coast. 
Two commodious pavilions huve been thrown 
out over the breakers, and each bather is pro- 
vided with a dressing-room, whence he or she 
descends bya fiixht of steps into the briny 
water beneath. The Eastern fashion of surf 
bathing together prevails, and the visitors 
usually choose the evening hours by the 
electrio-light for their marine diversions. It 
is of an evening that Galveston 
resents her best claims as a 
ashionable watering place. Street cars from 
ail parts of the island deposit on the lawn in 
front of the hotel the families of the residents 
who assemble to catch the sea breeze and en- 
joy the fine concert of the regimental band en- 
gaged forthe season by the hotel company. 
The balconies of the magnificent hotel building 
are crowded with the 
BEAUTY AND FASHION 
of visiting Soutbern society, a huge flower gar- 
den of blossoms and »uius, and the hum of 
cultured conversation catches the ear on all 
sides . the orchestral intervals. The 
baiconies of the Beach are admirably con- 
structed for lounging or promenading 
and the spacious parlors are cou- 
stuntly brought into requisition for ger- 
mans and musicales. Among the 
handsomely dressed ladies sojourning 
at the Beach and surrounded by an extensive 
circie of triends is Mrs. Trevezant of Dallas, 
sister of Miss Daisy Lackland of St. Louis. 
Mrs. Terrell of Houston chaperoned a large 
pers of young ladies, including Miss Frend of 
uoo, formerly of St. Louis, and a young 
and beautiful St. Louis girl whose modest 
grace and charmingly unaffected manners 
won for her the distinction of belle of the 
beach. Ofcourse the military were on hand 
in crushing force, and the red-coated young 
officers of Gen. Stanley's staff were assiduous 
In their attentions to the fair occupants of the 
baiconies. The music. is, by all odds, 
the finest thing provided by thé Beach 
Hotel Company. An excellent programme 
of popular selections rendered by a band of 
twenty-four pieces holds the fashionable gath- 
ering until nearly midnight. Some of the 
guests repair to the beach for a moonlight 
wulk und it is needlessto add that young 
lovers steal away from the hotel in large num- 
bers during the concert hours. Fora mile by 
the sighing waves delicately attired young 
ladies stroll leisurely along, leaning on the 
arm of their escorts and breathing sea air and 
sentiment. The moon, with the assistance of 
a few moistened cambries, could impart ayreat 
deal of touching information on this score if 
she would. 
THE BEACH HOTEL 
is one of the finest watering place structures 
in America and will not give pluce to 
the. Oriental or the Brighton or the 
Manhattan at Coney Island. It contuins 600 
rooms,-well lighted, ventilated and shaded 
with spacious promenade balconies extending 
throughout. he house is well furnished but 
miserably managed. Indeed it isatravesty on 
hotel management which will seriously detract 
from the popularity of Galveston as a marine 
resort. The property is owned by the 
St. Clair Street Railroad Company 
whose managers have displayed some enter- 
prise in operating the lines so as to afford easy 
access tothe beach, but they have utterly 
failed to meet the demaad of visitors at a first- 
class watering place in respect of the leasing 
of the hotel. The only first-class feature 
which the hotel management has 


adopted is the scale of prices. A 
visitor is charged 4 a day for the 
privilege of occupying a cot in a tent 
on the lawn or the west balcony, 


or he may be thrown in hospital fasp- 
ion with the helpin the lower basement and 
share a room with a dozen strangers. The 
rooms above are assigned to families and large 
parties. Telegrams und orders ahead for 
rooms during the encampment were cooliy 
ignored. The table is of the poorest quality and 
the service simply atrocious. The head waiter 
is only fit to adorn the lobby of a variety 
theater asabouncer, and the office depart- 
ment can claim nothing on the score of civility 
to the patrons of the house. The clerks dis- 
played woful ignorance on all matters per- 
taining tothe comfort of the guests, and the 
only bellboy visibie to the naked eys was the 
youth who runs the elevator. Calls remained 
unanswered for hours. Visitors’ complaints 
on ali sides were loud and bitter, while the 
delegates tothe State Convention, which was 
held in the skating rink at the side of the 
hotel, Ceclared that they were forced to go up 
town in order to obtain a solid meal.

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LIGHTNING’S FREAK. 


A REMARKABLE ELECTRICAL PHENOM- 
ENON DURING A THUNDER STORM. 


The Photograph of Miss Lillian Paul Im- 
printed by Lightning on a Polished Old- 
Gold Japanese Tray—Statement of the 
Young Lady's Mother—-Mr. Leo Daft’s 
Opinion of the Matter. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIspaTcH. 

PLAINFIELD, N. J., August 16.—A most re- 
markable phenomenon occurred here a short 
time ago during a severe thunder-storm, and 
has just come to light. Nearthe residence of 
Oornelius D. Paul, on West Fourth street, the 
lightning was especially noticeable. The shut- 
ters of the bay-window in the dining-room in 
the rear of the parlor were wide open, and in 
the centre of the window stood asmall stand 
on which rested a polished old-gold Japanese 
tray. Upon this tray the lightning imprinted 
the photograph of Miss Lillian Paul, a young 
lady about 18 years of age. 

MRS. PAUL'S STATEMENT. 

The immediate incidents attending this 
strange phenomenon are best described in a 
statement which the mother of the young lady 
has prepared forthe press. It-is as follows: 

‘*I have been requested to give an account 
of a singular phenomenon or freak of nature 
that occurred in our house during the recent 
thunderstorm on the evening of the 18th of 
July. The family had all retired early, with 
the exception of my daughter, who was sitting 
up awaiting the arrival of aservant who was ex- 
pected home any minute. The violence of the 
storm increased and the lightning was so vivid 
and continuous that there appeared to be no 


cessation between the flashes. My daughter 
on stepping into the dining-room to close the 
windows saw that a small tray that lay upon 
atable inthe bay-window was attracting the 
lightning in what seemed a dangerous man- 
ner, being the center of an 
ALMOST CONSTANT BLAZE OF LIGHT. 

Approaching forthe purpose of removing it, 
she was suddenly startled bya fearful flash, 
and hastily turned away, but waiting 
a few moments for an geen 
tunity, she succeeded in drawing it off 
and covering it with a rug. Nothing 
further was thought of this until next 
morning when, on removing it, we discov- 
ered a profile likeness of my daughter, ap- 
parently burned into the-lacquerof the tray. 
We cannot account for this, except on the 
hypothesis that the picture must have been 
photographed by the electric light at the time 
my daughter drew back so suddenly. Some 
prominent electricians are investigating the 
cause, and we contribute these few facts in the 
interest of science. FANNIB W. PAUL. 

‘*Plainfield, N. J.’’ 

The well-known electrician, Leo Daft, who 
is a resident of Plainfield, has taken consider- 
able interest in the matter. He has examined 
the tray and has prepared the following state- 
ment as his opinion of the cause of the phe- 
nomenon: 

MR. DAFT’S OPINION. 

From a careful examination of the circum- 
stances attending the really phenomenal case 
referred to, lam ied to attribute the result to 
the secondary rather than the primary effect of 
electricity, inasmuch as there were none of 
the inevitabie signs of alocal discharge visi- 
ble, nor, as far as I can learn, were the effects 
of the shock experienced by the young 
lady, which would certainly have 
been the case had ag | considerabie 
charge been received y the metal 
tray, since it was on a dry mahogany table 
without any metallic surroundings and ber 
body would thus have formed the line of least 
resistance to the earth. In rejecting the 
theory of direct electrical action, not because 
of its extreme improbability, but because the 
opposite side of the thin metal tray ap- 
pears to be entirely unaffected; we are, 
therefore, apparently compelied to accept 
the only remaining hypothesis, namely, 
that the effect was due to light,and this theory 
does not present the difficulty of even appar- 
ent conflict with natural law, since itis well 
known that certain lacquers, especially those 
containing coloring matter, are more or less 
sensitive to light, and in the absence of a 
proper analysis of this particular lacquer, I 
am led to suspect that the substance known 
as 

8 DRAGON BLOOD 

was used, which, in combination with certain 
germs commonly employed by lacquer manu- 
facturers, exhibits marked effects by — 
continued action of even a feeble diffuse 

light. It is not, therefore, impossible that 
such an intensely actinic image as would be 
projected from a brilliant and near flash of 
lightning, reflected from the face to the inside 
ofthe opposite bay-window pane and from 
thence to the tray, effected by change in the 
fraction ofa second which would represent 
that due to many days oreven weeks of sub- 
dued diffused light, and thus produced the 
image by reducing that particular part to the 
condition which time will develop over the 
whole surface. LEO DaFT. 

Samuei v. D. Burr of the Scientific American, 
who is also a resident of Plainfield, says that 
the case is the only one on record, and that 
he will endeavor, by means of experiment, to 
explain the phenomenon. The matter has at- 
tracted considerable attention from other 
scientific men. The tray has been secured 
by A. C. Baldwin for the Job Male Art Gailery 
and Public Library of Plainfield and will be 
placed on exhibition in a few days.
